T H E D EC AY OF NATIO NS. 


All history teaches that: 
“ Righto 
ousness exalteth a nation, but sin is 
a reproach to any people.” 
This fact 
is recalled by the announcement that 
the Right Honorable Arthur J. Bal­ 
four, late premier of the British em­ 
pire, has published a book entitled, 
“ Decadence,” in which he argues that 
arrested development is the cause of 
the decline and fall of nations and 
bases his hopes for the future*on “ th*- 
modern alliance between science and 
industry.” 
Mr. Balfour is an agnostic 
and hence he ignores religion, which 
many thoughful students of history 
believe to be the most important fac­ 
tor in the life of every nation. 
A ma­ 
jority of every people believe in and 
are controlled by their religion, and 
it will be so always. 
Religion and morality are insepara­ 
ble, for even the crudest form of fet­ 
ishism has in it some of the rudiments 
of morality. But while originally pure I 
in principle, religion sometimes be­ 
comes corrupt in practice, and the re­ 
sult is national decay. 
The religion 
of the ancient Hebrews 
has 
lived 
through the centuries and preserved 
the integrity, though not the nation­ 
ality, of the people who profess it, be­ 
cause it emphasizes 
the

that 
“ Jehovah loveth righteousness.” The 
vital principle of Christianity is the 
same, released from trivial or national 
bounds. 
It 
has 
recently 
been announced 
that "Rev. Dr. Charles Aked, pastor 
of John D. Rockefeller's fashionable 
church ot> Fifth avenue, is preparing 
a series of magazine articles dealing 
with the church situation of today. 
Rev. Dr. Aked's articles, it is said, 
take a pessimistic view. 
He declares 
that the churches are decaying and 
that at the present rate of loss they 
will be deserted within a century. 
Now he characterizes as a time for 
action and that unless the churches 
suddenly wake up and go forward that 
they will perish.” 
If the churches are wise, they will 
heed such warnings, and in saving 
themselves they may save the na­ 
tion, for it is as true now as it ever 
was that the saints ase the salt of 
the earth. 
What the world needs is 
a broader and deeper understanding 
of the fundamental truth of the father­ 
hood of God and its corollary, 
the 
brotherhood of man. 
If, instead of an 
abstraction, this truth could become 
concrete and vital, there could be no 
decay.

It w as not, how ever, until 1832 
th at the d eath penalty for the crim e 
w as replaced by transportation, though 
even then an exception w as tnude in 
the 
case of 
forging 
or 
alterin g

will. 
T his exception w as not rem oved 
from the sta tu te book until 1837. 
In 
the days of good Queen Bess a forger 
of deeds w as very severely dealt w ith. 
H e had to stan d in the pillory; his e ars 
w ere cu t off, his nose slit, and he w as 
branded w ith hot irons. If he survived 
these ordeals he w as doom ed to Im­ 
prisonm ent for the rest of his days, 
and ev ery th in g he possessed in tho 
world w as forfeited
